Preventive  measures  are  essential  to  control  the  disease, 
contacts  from  cases  are  follovved  up  and  the  Council  help  whenever 
necessary  in  rehousing  afflicted  families  so  that  infectious 
patients  can  have  bedrooms  to  themselves, 

A Mass  Radiography  Unit  makes  regular  visits  to  the 
Borough  of  Cheltenham  and  residents  of  the  Urban  District  can 
avail  themselves  of  this  service. 


2b , Vaccination  against  Tuberculosis 

In  many  countries  vaccination  against  tuberculosis  has 
been  carried  on  for  a number  of  years,  The  results  have  been  most 
beneficial.  There  is  much  evidence  to  show  that  people  can  be 
protected  against  this  infection  when  they  are  most  likely  to 
contract  the  disease. 

B.l.G.  vaccination  against  tuberculosis  is  already  offered  for 
infants  and  young  children  in  close  contact  wrtli^an  adult  suffering 
from  active  pulmonary  tuberculosis.  The  ^ounty  Council  have 
decided  to  extend  the  scheme  to  school  children  who  are  thirteen 
years  of  age.  Children  of  this  ago  are  pecu-liarly  susceptible 
to  tuberculosis,  they  are  undergoing  development  as  adolescents 
and  will  soon  be  at  work  and  subject  "o  more  strain  and  greater 
risk  of  infection.

77  children  were  born  and  60  children  immunised  against 
diphtheria  during  the  year.  Our  records  show  that  67%  of 
children  under  fifteen  years  of  age  in  the  District  have  been 
immunised. 


Response  to  the  campaign  for  immunisation  against  diphtheria 
is  good  although  too  many  parents  tend  to  put  off  immunisation 
unnecessarily. 

A lot  of  people  are  carriers  and  only  by  maintaining 
artificial  immunity  at  a high  level  can  vve  avoid  outbrealvS  of 
this  serious  disease.

Section  47  s Removal  to  suitable  Premises  of  Persons  in  Reed 
of  Care  and  Attention. 

Ro  application  was  made  to  the  Court  under  this  Section 
for  the  removal  of  aged  or  infirm  people  living  in  insanitary 
circumstances  and  unable  to  devote  to  themselves,  and  not 
receiving  from  other  people,  proper  c re  and  attention. 

Visits  have  been  made  to  a number  of  cases  of  this  type 
but  the  Home  Help  Service  vms  able  to  provide  for  the  need 
of  some  of  these  lonely  old  people  and  enable  them  to  carry 
on  in  their  own  homes . 

Tlie  activity  of  the  Old  People’s  Club  is  particularly 
valuable  in  preventing  bad  conditions  arising.  Absentees 
from  the  meetings  are  visited  and  help,  if  required,  is  given 
at  an  early  stage  when  it  is  most  useful.

HOUSING  ACT,  1949  SECTION  20 

Many  of  the  houses  in  the  district  although  substantially 
sound  structurally  lack  modern  amenities  in  the  way  of  bathrooms 
and  hot  water  system. 

The  repair  and  reconditioning  of  existing  houses  is  a very 
important  part  of  the  housing  problem.  The  cost  of  reconditioning 
is  far  less  than  building  new  houses  and  prevents  the  decay  of 
the  house  into  a slum. 


Section  20  of  the  Health  Act  1949  provides  for  generous 
grants  to  be  made  where  reconditioning  of  houses  is  carried 
out, both  to  owners  of  houses  let  at  a rent  and  to  owner 
occupiers.  Local  Authorities  may  mate  grants  to  private  owners 
for  the  provision  of  dv;ellings,by  conversion  of  houses  or  other 
buildings  and  for  the  improvement  of  existing  houses.  The  house 
must  have  an  estimated  life  of  50  years,  and  the  standard  of  the 
accommodation  provided  must  approximate  to  that  of  a new  council 
house  after  the  improvements  have  been  carried  out. 

Grants  may  be  made  of  up  to  £400  where  the  improvement 
work  cost  between  £400  and  £800,  ^iiJhere  a dwelling  has  not  been 
let  at  a rent  during  the  past  five  yenrs  the  Oouncil  fix  a rent; 
where  it  has,  the  rent  must  be  the  past  rent  plus  6%  of  that 
part  of  the  cost  of  the  improvement  work,  borne  by  the  owner,

The  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Govermenb * s Circular 
56/5^  authorises  Local  Authorities  to  deal  with  applications 
and  to  decide  the  amount  of  grant  without  reference  to  the 
Ministry,  This  Circular  also  simplified  and  revised  the 
requirements  specified  for  a dwelling  in  respect  of  which  an 
improvement  grant  is  to  be  made. 

At  the  time  this  Circular  was  issued  the  Minister  gave 
much  publicity  to  the  provisions  of  the  ^ct  and  there  has  been 
an  increase  in  the  number  of  enquiries  regarding  improvement 
grants,  although  no  applications  were  received, 

A grant  to  cover  half  the  cost  of  the  work  should  induce 
many  owner  occupiers  to  provide  their  houses  with  all  the  modern 
amenities  which  are  regarded  by  most  people  as  necessities.  If 
this  is  done  the  general  standard  of  housing  in  the  District  will 
be  raised.

Sewer  treatments  were  carried  out  twice  during  the  year.  From 
previous  experience  those  manholes  most  likely  to  be  infested  were 
baited  on  each  09casion.  On  the  March  treatment  51  manholes  were 
baited  of  which  16  were  found  to  be  infested.  In  September  40 
were  baited  of  which  only  II  were  rat-inf es:bed. 


The  records  of  sewer  infestation  are  a useful  guide  to  the 
general  level  of  infestation  in  an  area.  As  far  ad  this  area  is 
concerned  the  figures  have  become  progressively  lower,  from  the 
first  baiting  in  1951  when  almost  'three  quarters  of  all  the  manholes 
in  the  area  were  found  to  be  infested. 


Mr.  L.A,  Dembenski  terminated  his  employment  as  Pests  Officer 
in  November, -and  was  replaced  by  Mr.  A,  Febery,who  had  been  in  the 
Council *s  employ  as  a building  operative  for  some  time. 
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She  aELounb  of  conbracbs  increased  to  £110  during  the  year. 
Almost  all  the  hotels  and  institutions  in  the  area,  together  with 
a number  of  shops  and  farms  are  subject  to  regular  treatment  by 
contract. 
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
